>b committee Included all tbe mem- 
beta of tbe Towa Oouoell. bee not jet 
Wade a report, and up to tbe preaeal 
time ao oat la poaeeeeed of aaj official 
lalormatloo at to ebeo tbe oemmlttee 
will report. 

It wae cuetomary In tbe day* of 
Tewnshlp Committee government when- 
ever tbe Town Committee came la con¬ 
tact with an UQueually large problem la 
tAi court* of tbe administration of 
government to oall tbe cltlmeoe together 
and get ao expression ol putllo opinion 
at to tbe proper course to pursue. The¬ 
oretically suob a course la ooaslsteot 
wltb Ideal government, but It Is not at* 
ways applicable la large Wuolelpalltlea, 
and noting under tbe aeeumptlon that 
Bloomfield bad grown too large for tbe 
application of primitive Towneblp Com¬ 
mittee form of government to Its affairs, 
a change was made and a new form of 
government known as tbe Town Aot 
adopted. Tble new form was said to 
greatly snlsrge tbe scope of tbe govern¬ 
mental autborttlea, aad to a correspond¬ 
ing degree relieve tbe people of direct 
da-operation In matters of government. 

When tbe time for maktog a new 
water contract arrived tbe Town Ocuo- 
Wl, either tbrough lack of confidence In 
•Welf or fearful of assuming reeponsU 
llty In sucb a large and Important 
tier, gave tbe wheel of progress a 
111 backward, and resorted to lbs old 
tbod of calling tb* citizens together 
tb* Intention of thrusting tbe re- 
a as of dividing It 

TwUb them. 

Tba reault of tble lack of firmneea or 
\ sm evident desire to avoid reepoaaiblllty 
1 on tba part of tba Oouoell baa resulted 
J Ts placing tb* town In ac awkward pro- 
dlsameat In tb* matter of obtaining a 
water supply< with tb* probable raeult 
that a _ *,000tract wltb higher rates 
^tll sooa be In force. 

Tb* poeltlon of tb* town of Bloomfield 
with regard to Its need of water le well 
kgowo among tboee who make a bust- 
neas Uf sailing water, and these people 
are So linked together that there U not 
IlkeJf IS bs any keen competition fur 
tM privilege of supplying tbe town wltb 
water. 

Tbe Town Council bed ample oppor¬ 
tunity to study tbe ettuatlob long before 
i Water contract expired and to get In 
Ulon for positive action. It la evl- 
that tbe town, If It Is to continue 
Independent municipality, must 
i provision now for water In eecord- 
wtth terms dlotated by tbe water 
f pail era aad cot tb* wuuld-b* water pur- 
k «aars.

Tbe principal* In tb* 
fight aad tbe promoters of It were of 
oouree Intoxicated, or th-y would bnvu 
chosen some lea* public pise* for the 
flatio duel. 

A ring waa formed la tbs' muddy 
street and a large crowd of spectator# 
saw the fight, some of whom war* Jeepiy 
Interested la It. Others were amusefl by 
It, and not a few looel buelnaae men and 
tes-paylog property-owner* were dis¬ 
gusted and angry over the bold desecra¬ 
tion of law, order end decency. Tbe 
fight went on for abont ten minutes. 
Home people were disposed to Interfere 
and put a stop to U, but tbe baokers 
of tbe respective pugUUte would allow 
no Interference. 

It waa wbat tbe boys oall a "fair" 
fight. Owing to tba unsteady condition 
of tbe ptlnclpfcs they were frequently 
rolltog In tj>e road, and tbe seconds ware 
kept busy replacing them on tbeir pins. 
It waa S rule of tbe fight tbat neither 
./principal should bit tb* otner while 
down, but n bystander who feared tbat 
bis favorite was getting tbe worst of 
It transgressed tb* rule by kicking on* 
of tbe oombeteot* In tbe eye while tbe 
men were down.

tloo or rejeetloo of certain constitution¬ 
al amendments affecting the Judiciary of 
tbe Btata. Tbe question of voting tor 
or egalnat tb* adoption of tb* amend¬ 
ed* Is not on* tbat to* average voter 
oao readily and rightly decide for him¬ 
self. owing to n lash of knowledge and 
perteno* of tbe make-up nod workings 
of tb* existing State judiciary. Borne 
general impressions Imbibed by tbe 
lay mind with respect to tb* judlolary 
would seem to b* of a tendency adverse 
to any ohaogu. 

Tba provarblai " Jersey justice " baa 
tended to oraate la the mind of lb* ctU- 
a sentimental pride In tbs present 
jud'elary, aad the honorable roll of tbe 
Court of Obancary la a monumental 
record of probity sod equity tbat oom- 
reverential awa of every 
Jerseyite, and n proposition tbat would 
change tba meaner aad method of mak¬ 
ing up tola Uma honored and devoutly 
respected branch of tbe State judiciary 
seems Uke a ruthless trampling upon 
long cherished nod firmly Intrenohed 
sentiment. From a sentimental stand¬ 
point n vote against tba adoption of tbe 
amendments appears to be tbe proper 
oourae for the man who I* not n mem¬ 
ber of the legal fraternity. Py ouch a 
oourae tbe voter la simply giving him¬ 
self tb* benefit of tbe doubt and acting 
from a conservative standpoint. 

On tbe contrary, many of tb* ableet 
lawyer* of tbo State have advised tbe 
adoption of tba amaodmeote. Tbe 
gratultouaoaaa of tbe ad via* and tbe 
Immanaa quantity of It are matters tbat 
of tbamaplve* aroused tbe suspicion of 
the I el If. Legal spia l ana upon aaaeU- 
tutloosi questions are generally among 
tbe highest priced art i s t e s la the lags! 
market. aM feu be tons blessed with u 
superfluity of aoeb opiates* fra* of ooet 
la a just cause for auspicious Inference. 

Among some of I boos who bnv* moat 
arduously striven to Impress upon the 
people tbat the proper way to vote on 
tb* *2d last, la to vote la favor of tbo 
emend meat*, are lawyers prominently 
Identified wltb tb* various ptasee of 
litigation In wblob tome of tbo gigantic 
corporations organised under tbe lawa 
of tbla Blste are from time to time In¬ 
volved. and wblob la assuming propor¬ 
tion* beyond tbe adequaey of tbe pre¬ 
sent judlolery to expedite end dispose 
ef. 

It la not denied tbat tbeae came large 
corporate Interact* have of reeent year* 
secured legislative enactments that 
have proved beneficial to tbe carrying 
out of extensive capitalistic enterprise*, 
and tbeae have resulted la litigation of 
corresponding magnitude and beyond 
tbe oapaelty of tbe present judlolary. 

It la assumed that tb* constitutional 
amendments are framed to meat tbe 
saw aad enlarged oondltfoos. But tb* 
taxpayer* la tb* Btete of Haw Jersey 
era not nil millionaire*, and thousands 
of then never anticipate or bop* to be 
involved la aay litigation beyond tbe 
Jurisdiction of to* local Justlo* of to* 
Peace, aad as tbat minor breach of tb* 
State Judiciary derive* do pecan I ary 
benefit from tb* adoptloo of tb# amend¬ 
ment* tb* army of people who are 
lleased as small taxpayer* will find no 
good reason for sanctioning greater 
emoluments to too ineumbeote of tbe 
higher branches of th* State Judiciary. 

Tbs proposition to change tb* method 
of making appointment* of Court <4 
Chancery Judge* la ooa of th* fester** 
of the amendments tbat will not meat 
wltb tb* approbation of maay people 
who have tba profouadest reverence for 
tbat honored branch of tba State judi¬ 
ciary. and who fast tbat Ita unexcelled 
usefulness and Ita Uma booored reputa¬ 
tion la In no email measure due to tbe 
exIeUng system ot appointment of Vloe- 
Ohanoeilore. 

Under tb* present system tb* Court of 
0b*00*17 has beau kept absolute!; free 
from political lu fineness sod tbe judges 
bav* not bean subjaoiad to to* humili¬ 
ating aspect of traakllog to lawyers 
possessing polltloai Influence lo order to 
loeuro reappointment, auob aa promi¬ 
nent men In some other branches of tbe 
judlolary have had to do or voluntarily 
etoupud to do.
